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THE SCHOOL REVIEWS FIRST YEAR 
OF ITS NEW PROGRAM 



Opening Sunday, May 19, with a reception 
for student, faculty and Association mem¬ 
bers and their guests was the exhibition of 
work accomplished at the California School 
of Fine Arts during the past year—a year 
of innovation and experiment—and a year 
of success. Over three thousand attended 
the opening of the exhibit, and were re¬ 
warded with a showing that offered in con¬ 
cise, yet completely comprehensive, manner 
the results of objectives and aims of the 
School’s curriculum since the Fall of ’45. 
Examples of work done in each of the three 
major departments — Orientation, Design 
for Commerce & Industry, and Painting, 
Sculpture & Graphic Arts, were displayed 


in a unique installation that made use of 
the School’s attractive patio, with its ad¬ 
joining studios and galleries. In addition, 
prints from the Photography courses held 
during the winter were displayed — fore¬ 
runner of a fourth department to be in¬ 
augurated this Summer. 

At the same occasion announcement was 
made of the winners of lionor Scholarships 
for the coming year. They are John Hodg¬ 
son, James Keeney, Rex Mason and Juliette 
Steele. The Fletcher Cup Award of Merit 
went to Rex Mason and the I. N. Walter 
Sculpture Prize to Constance Raster. Be¬ 
sides these awards to present School stu¬ 
dents, High School Scholarships were given 










to Dorothy Rutledge and Nancy MacNam- 
ara, both of Fremont High School, Oak¬ 
land, and to Maurice James Martinez of 
Technical High School, also in Oakland. 
The Latham Foundation Scholarship went 
to Warren Larkin of Mission High School 
in this city.

WHITNEY ATCHLEY 

Announcement has recently been made that 
Whitney Atchley, noted eastern designer and 
ceramist, will join the Summer faculty of the 
California School of Fine Arts. Atchley will 
instruct all day and evening classes in ceram¬ 
ics with the exception of the Friday night 
class, to be conducted by Carlton Ball. Enroll¬ 
ments are still being accepted, although all 
classes for the six-week session (June 24- 
August 2) are filling rapidly. 

Whitney Atchley received his technical train¬ 
ing in industrial design and ceramics at the 
Cleveland School of Art. Upon completion of 
his studies he joined the staff of the Cowan 
Potteries in Rocky River, Ohio. In 1929 and 
’30 the Cleveland Varnish Company called 
Atchley in to advise on color sample books, 
new uses for color and to design color schemes 
for motor cars for such accounts as Graham- 
Paige, Pierce-Arrow, and Cord. Later, working 
as a free-lance, Atchley tackled such diverse 
jobs as designing advertising displays for the 


International Transparency Company and for 
Coca-Cola and Goodyear, also color schemes 
and interiors for restaurants, clubs and private 
homes. 

In partnership with Russell B. Aitken, well- 
known ceramic sculptor, Atchley organized 
and operated the Pottery Workshop in Cleve¬ 
land. This organization was devoted to the 
design and production of unusual ceramic 
pieces for architects, decorators and shops. 
Among the museums where Atchley’s pottery 
and porcelain enamels on copper have been 
shown, and which are now owners of his work 
are the Metropolitan, Syracuse and Cleveland 
museums of art. 

When the Government first sponsored art 
programs in 1935, Atchley was brought to 
Washington as consultant to the Special Skills 
Division, Resettlement Administration. He 
first served as a ceramic consultant in connec¬ 
tion with the planning of community recrea¬ 
tional and small industrial programs and later

devoted his time to the Division laboratory 
where pilot models of low cost furniture and 
furnishings were produced for manufacture 
and use in Resettlement Administration com¬ 
munities. 

In 1938-39 Atchley was engaged as Design 
Consultant for the Technical Services Labora¬ 
tory, Works Projects Administration in Wash¬ 
ington. There he directed experimental work 
on ceramic materials, equipment and methods 
for recreational and art projects of the WPA. 
He was then made Assistant Director, Graphic 


Services Section, in charge of national visual 
aids to training. 

For the past four years, as a Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander, he has been officer in charge of the 
planning and production of slides, charts, 
posters, sound recordings, pamphlets, models 
and other devices for the Training Aids Divi¬ 
sion of the Bureau of Naval Personnel. He 
has recently been discharged from the service 
and will join Walter Landor and Associates of 
this city, in addition to his teaching activities 
at the School.
